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Ten Years of Industrial Building 
in Great Britain 


NCREASING INTEREST has been shown in recent years in statistics of industrial building in 
[ssnufacturin industry. The following article deals with the sources of these statistics and 
suggests some cautions to be applied in using them. It reviews the period since the war and 
includes a number of tables not previously published. Information about factory building in Northern 
Ireland is published by the Ministry of Commerce, Northern Ireland, and is not dealt with in this 
article. 
Since the war, more than 10,000 schemes with an aggregate floor space of more than 225 million 
sq. ft. have been completed in Great Britain. 


All proposals to erect new industrial buildings and extensions of over 5,000 sq. ft. require official 
location approval. Before July 1, 1948, this approval was exercised through applications for building 
licences which were required during that period for practically all industrial building. Since then, 
location approval has taken the form of Industrial Development Certificates issued by the Board of 
Trade under the Town and Country Planning Acts, 1947, (Without such a certificate, an application 
to a local planning authority for permission to develop land by the erection of an industrial building 
exceeding 5,000 sq. ft. is of no effect.) The statistics which are reviewed in this article are derived 
from these two kinds of applications. 


Until March, 1954, information about the progress of industrial building schemes was obtained 
mainly from the Ministry of Works building licence records. Since then, the Board of Trade have 
instituted a follow-up procedure based on Industrial Development Certificates issued. The procedure 
is for the industrialist to be asked, some months after the Industrial Development Certificate is 
issued, when building started or is expected to start; and these dates serve as a guide for inquiries 
at a later date about starts or completions. Industrialists have been most helpful in providing 
information, but there is necessarily a time lag in collecting information about schemes started and 
completed, and this information may not be quite so complete as that relating to approvals. Statistics 
of building recently started or completed require to be treated with particular caution, since they 
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are likely to be revised upwards as later information becomes 
available. 

In using the figures of approvals, a number of points should 
be borne in mind: 

(i) Buildings not exceeding 5,000 sq. ft. are excluded. 

(ii) The figures relate only to manufacturing industry as defined 
in Orders III-XVI of the Standard Industrial Classification: 
building for agriculture, mining, hydro-electric power, public 
utilities, transport, and other non-manufacturing purposes is 
excluded. Development involving only internal reconstruction 
of existing factories is also excluded. 

(iii) Crown buildings on Crown Land are excluded, apart from 
those built in the Development Areas under the Distribution 
of Industry Act, 1945. 

(iv) Schemes for the replacement of buildings destroyed by fire 

or enemy action, or otherwise demolished, are excluded for 
the period before July 1, 1948. When the series was revised 
in 1954 it was decided to include replacement buildings from 
July 1, 1948, in order to make the statistics correspond as far 
as possible to the information available from applications for 
Industrial Development Certificates. Information was not 
sufficient, however, to restore to the period from 1945-8 a 
complete record of replacement schemes. Generally, this 
means that the figures for this period, particularly for the parts 
of the country where war damage was much more extensive, 
tend to understate the amount of building which then took 
place. From July 1948 to March 1954 replacement building 
accounted for 15 per cent. of the area approved in the London 
and South Eastern Region, 9 per cent. in the Midlands, and 
6 per cent. in the country as a whole. 
Not all schemes approved are proceeded with. In the period 
since the war, relatively fewer schemes have been proceeded 
with in some areas (notably London and South Eastern) 
than in others (notably the Development Areas). Although 
Industrial Development Certificates are granted, there may 
be difficulties in obtaining local planning permission for a 
scheme, or the scheme may be abandoned for other reasons. 


For these and other reasons (e.g. the ‘approved’ figures do not 
include new developments in existing premises), the figures of 
‘approvals’ are necessarily an imperfect index of industrial develop- 
ment. 

The areas shown as ‘started’ and ‘completed’ in a period are 
the areas of whole schemes and not the areas actually built in that 
period. Thus, a building of 5 million sq. ft. which takes three years 
to complete would count as 5 million sq. ft. started in the first year 
and 5 million sq. ft. completed in the third year even though the bulk 
of the work was done in the second year. The approval, start or 
completion of very large schemes may therefore give rise to consider- 
able fluctuations in the figures for the years or areas in which they 
occur. 


Rising Rate of Approvals 


The total area of new industrial building which has been granted 
location approval in Great Britain has fluctuated greatly during the 
past ten years, largely reflecting changes in Government investment 
policy. From mid- 1945, a quarterly rate of approvals of rather more 
than 8 million sq. ft. continued until, in the autumn of 1947, capital 
cuts were imposed in order to concentrate available resources on 
projects already well under construction or likely to contribute most 
to the export drive. This led to a big fall in the area of new approvals 
up to mid-1948. 


Relaxations in building licensing followed, and approvals rose 
rapidly towards the end of the year, reaching a record figure of more 
than 20 million sq. ft. in the first quarter of 1949 when many schemes 
were approved which had been deferred during the preceding period. 

Licensing restrictions were again tightened up early in 1950 and 
intensified in mid-1951 when the impact of the defence programme 
was being felt. The quarterly rate of apprevals remained at 10-12 
million sq. ft. throughout 1949, 1950 and 1951. A ban on the start 
of further industrial building was made in November 1951 and this, 
together with the recession in textiles and certain consumer goods 
industries, produced an exceptionally low level of approvals in 
1952. 

After mid-1952, building licensing was progressively relaxed, and 
it was abolished in November 1954. Since 1952, there has been an

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almost continuous increase in the total area approved each quarter. 
More than 21 million sq. ft. was approved in the third quarter of 
1954, nearly 24 million in the first quarter of 1955 and more than 
29 million in the second. 


Approvals in the Regions 


The national trend is reflected in the figures of most of the standard 
regions® ~ a fall in area approved in 1947, a higher level in the years 
1949 to 1951, a fall in 1952, and steady expansion subsequently 
(Table 1). Scotland, Wales and the Northern Region, all of which 
contain major Development Areas, differ somewhat from the general 
pattern. Here the highest level of approvals was in the 1945 to 1947 
period, when approvals for schemes in the Development Areast, 
mainly located in these parts of the country, totalled 47 million sq. ft., 
representing rather more than half the total area approved in Great 
Britain. All other regions had a much lower level of approvals during 
this period than subsequently. 


The record annual level of approvals was reached in 1954 and was 
geographically widespread. Six of the 11 standard regions — North 
Midland, Eastern, London and South Eastern, South Western, 
Midland and North Western, had more new industrial building 
approved in 1954 than in any other post-war year; in Scotland, the 
East and West Ridings of Yorkshire and the Southern Region, the 
1954 figure was higher than any post-war year but one; in Wales and 
the Northern Region, approvals in 1954 were greater than in the 
previous two years. Approvals in the first half of 1955 exceeded the 
corresponding figures for the first half of 1954 in ten regions. 

The large expansion in approvals in the Eastern Region in recent 
years is due in part to the fact that th< figures for this region include 
development at the New Towns at Basildon, Harlow, Hatfield, 
Hemel Hempstead, Stevenage and Welwyn.

The Size of Schemes Approved, 1945-1954 


16,414 schemes were approved from 1945 to 1954 inclusive. 
Nearly 40 per cent. of these were between five and ten thousand sq. ft., 
which accounted for about one-tenth of the total area approved. Less 
than 34 per cent. were schemes larger than 100,000 sq. ft., but these 
accounted for one-third of the total area approved (Table 2).

For approvals in the 1945-47 period the figure is 
almost 90 per cent., and for 1948-53 72 per cent. 

The proportion started varied from 65 per cent. in London and 
South Eastern Region, 67 per cent. in the Southern Region, and a 
little over 70 per cent. in the Midlands, South West and North West, 
to 84 per cent. in Scotland, 85 per cent. in the Northern Region, and 
92 per cent. in Wales; for the Development Areas taken together, 
the figure is 85 per cent. In general a smaller proportion of the projects 
approved in congested regions such as London and the Midlands has 
been built, while the proportion in regions with large Development 
Areas has been well above the national average. This applies both 
to approvals in the 1945-53 period as a whole and to those in the later 
years, 1952 and 1953, taken separately. Full information about 
projects approved in 1954 is not yet available. 


Time Lag Between Approval and Building 


More than half the area where building started did so within six 
months of approval, a quarter within six to twelve months after 
approval, and the remainder twelve months or more after approval. 

There appear to have been marked differences in the time elapsing 
between approval and the start of building in different parts of the 
country. Only 26 per cent. of all approvals from 1945 to 1953 in 
London and the South East, 37 per cent. in the Midlands and Eastern 
Region and 38 per cent. in the North West were started within six 
months of approval compared with the national average of 42 per 
cent. On the other hand, more than half of all approvals in Scotland, 
Wales and the Northern Region started within six months. This 
pattern existed in recent years as well as in the period as a whole.

Industrial Analysis of Approvals and Completions 


Prominent amongst the industries for which new industrial building 
has been approved since the war are chemicals, the engineering and 
vehicle group of industries, and food and drink industries (Table 6). 

The high level of approvals in 1954 reflected a substantial rise 
throughout practically the whole range of manufacturing industries. 
Expansion schemes for motor-vehicle manufacture were particularly 
large, and approvals were three or more times the average of previous

years for pharmaceuticals, electric lamps and valves, dressmaking, 
cocoa and sugar confectionery, fruit and vegetable preserving, 
‘minerals and soft drinks, furniture and upholstery, shop and office 
fittings, paper, board, cardboard box and carton manufacture, rubber 
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goods and linoleum. The high rate of new building approvals for 
many industries has continued during the first half of 1955, especially 
for vehicle manufacture, mechanical and electrical engineering and 
electrical goods, and wood manufactures. 

About a third of the industrial building completed before the end 
of 1954 was for the metal using industries - mechanical and electrical 
engineering, electrical goods, vehicles and other metal goods (Table 7). 
Of the remainder, 15 per cent. was for the chemical, oil refining and 
allied industries, just over 11 per cent. for basic metal manufacturing, 
10 per cent. for textiles and 8 per cent. for food, drink and tobacco 
industries. 


Position in Development Areas 


The Board of Trade and other Government Departments have 
powers under the Distribution of Industry Acts, 1945 and 1950, to 
assist the growth of new industry in those parts of the country scheduled 
as Development Areas. The original Development Areas included 
in the First Schedule to the Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, 
were the North Eastern (mainly Newcastle upon Tyne and County 
Durham), West Cumberland, South Wales and Monmouthshire, and 
the Scottish, consisting of Glasgow and neighbouring areas and 
Dundee. The Wigan-St. Helens district of South Lancashire and 
Wrexham were added in 1946, Merseyside and the part of the Scottish 
Highlands surrounding Inverness in 1949, and North East Lancashire 
in 1953. 

Rather more than one-quarter of all industrial building granted 
location approval since the war, and about one-third of that known to 
have been completed by the end of 1954 has been in the areas now 
scheduled as Development Areas, These areas had, in mid-1954, 
about 18 per cent. of the insured employees engaged in manufacturing 
in Great Britain. 

The Development Areas had more than 50 per cent. of all industrial 
building approved in Great Britain in the years 1945-7 during which

period building in Development Areas was given priority in the issue 
of building licences. From 1948 until 1954 around 20 per cent. of the 
total area approved each year was for schemes to be located in the 
Development Areas. The proportion of building actually completed 
in these regions was higher — rather more than 40 per cent. in the three 
years 1948-50 and about 26 per cent. during the period 1951-54. 
Only 16 per cent. of the area approved in Great Britain in the first 
half of 1955 was for Development Area schemes, but the total area of 
these schemes (8-5 million sq. ft.) exceeds that approved during the 
first half of any previous post-war year except 1947. 

Tables 8-10 show the amount of industrial building approved, 
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started and completed in the present Development Areas. 

The new factories built in the Development Areas have been 
occupied by a very wide range of industry (Table 11). Of the total 
area completed, roughly a third is for engineering and electrical goods

Flax Exhibition at Edinburgh 


LORD STRATHCLYDE, Minister of State for Scotland, will open an 
exhibition showing the ‘Nobility of British Linen Through the 
Ages’ on Monday, August 22, at the Royal Arch Hall, Queen Street, 
Edinburgh. 

This exhibition is the first of its kind ever held by the British flax 
industry and is run as an event on the fringe of the Edinburgh 
Festival. Apart from telling the story of linen through the centuries 
it will emphasize what the industry does today. There are more than 
50 firms in membership of the organizers, The Flaxspinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association of Great Britain, whose headquarters 
are at Dundee, and these firms are situated almost entirely in Scotland, 
with two in Leeds. 

There have already been inquiries about the exhibition from 
Holland, Egypt and throughout the United Kingdom. 

There will be many unusual historical items displayed, but there 
will also be shown a selection of the great variety of goods produced 
by the industry, from fishing lines and nets, embroidery threads and 
cloths, to kitchen towelling, furnishing fabrics, and lorry covers, 
fire brigade hose, tarpaulins and tentage material. 

A bay in the exhibition will be devoted to the work of the Linen 
Research Association. 
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Newsprint Rationing to End 
in March 


THE CONTROL ON the number of pages newspapers may publish, 
and on the delivery of newsprint to newspapers and other users, is to 
end in about six months when satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between the newspapers and the home mills. 


Meanwhile, to cover the intervening period, ‘The Control of Paper 
(Newspapers) (Economy) (Amendment No. 3) Order, 1955, has 
been made, which is operative from August 21, and provides from 
that date the paging allowance as follows:

The amount of home and imported newsprint which newspapers 
have been able to acquire has risen from about 650,000 tons in 1953 
to 720,000 tons in 1954, and an estimated 850,000 tons this year. For 
1956 both the tonnage of newsprint available from overseas and 
new capacity operating in this country will be greater. 


In effect, the users of newsprint will be allowed to import all the 
newsprint that at present seems likely to be available. In these 
circumstances, it is considered that the users of newsprint should 
be free, as early as possible, to regulate their consumption within the 
availability of supplies. In consequence, it is proposed on the expiry 
of the Order referred to above to revoke the present detailed statutory 
controls on the delivery of newsprint and the number of pages which 
individual newspapers may publish. An announcement will be made 
in due course about future arrangements for the issue of import 
licences. 


During the fifteen years of control, the smooth working of the 
rationing system has been due to the ready co-operation of the news- 
papers and the home newspr’nt mills with each other and the Govern- 
ment. But inevitably the ending of control brings problems of 
readjustment, and the interval of six months is needed so that the 
users and makers of newsprint can complete the necessary arrange- 
ments among themselves. Old contracts may in some cases have to 
be revised and new ones negotiated, both raising complicated and 
technical issues. In this connection, the Government would require 
to be assured that adequate provision is made for those newspapers 
whose individual requirements are relatively small, and welcomes the 
assurance which has already been given by the representatives of the 
home mills that they will use every endeavour to safeguard the 
position of these small consumers.

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Commercial Television and B.B.C. Set Pattern of 


Radio and T.V. Exhibition 





The Exhibition at Earls Court in 1954 


THE ARRIVAL of commercial television programmes and the exten- 
sion of the B.B.C. services to very high frequency sound radio will 
set the key to the pattern of the National Radio and Television 
Exhibition to be held at Earls Court, London, from August 24 to 
September 3. 

The show, which is organized by the Radio Industry Council, is 
expected to attract a greater number of visitors than ever before and 
to continue the success story started 21 years ago. British radio 
exports are still increasing and are likely to reach a new record level 
this year. This should be further assured by the visits to the Radio 
Show promised by buyers from almost every country abroad. Every 
facet of the radio industry will be represented in the exhibition where 
the visitor will be able to see a full range of T.V. sets, from the 
luxurious 27 inch set for export to small table models; sound radios 
which enable the listener to enjoy his programme with almost stereo- 
phonic clarity; tape recorders; radiograms and electronics of the 
present and the future. 


Television 


In addition to hundreds of sets in the main part of the exhibition, 
28 exhibitors, occupying 31 stands, will demonstrate a total of 82 
T.V. receivers in “Television Avenue’ on the first floor. Individual 
firms will have in operation anything from one to as many as six re- 
ceivers. To avoid confusion of sound all these sets will operate on 
Band 1 B.B.C. frequency. All the T.V. sets on show will be two-band 
receivers suitable for both the Independent Television Authority and 
B.B.C. programmes. 

The designers and makers have kept up the standard demanded of 
them and it is claimed that every two-band set will be better than 
its single band predecessor. 

As the interior of the sets becomes more complicated so does the 
operation of the set by the viewer become simplified. By the turn of a 
switch on many sets the viewer can switch from programme to 
programme without any adjustment of contrast or brilliance, a 
refinement which is achieved by the inclusion of valves giving ampli- 
fication at much higher frequencies and the incorporation of gain 
control on both picture and sound to compensate for differences in 
signal strength. 

Many manufacturers have in mind the increasing ‘fringe’ areas 
which will come into being as more stations come on the air, and 


they have concentrated on providing sets with the maximum sensitivity 
and flywheel type of picture synchronization so that fading and in- 
terference have a minimum effect on the steadiness and clarity of 
the picture. 

Visitors to the Exhibition will note many other improvements now 
general throughout the industry, among them better all-screen focus 
which eliminates distortion and is obtained by the use of better 
magnetic focus units and intro-electrostatic focus. All tubes now have 
an ion trap which contributes to longer life and many sets have 
aluminized screens providing improved brilliance and contrast. 

This year the B.B.C. will occupy nearly twice the normal space of 
former years and will broadcast sound and television programmes 
from two studios, one of which seats 600 people, and the ‘Arenascope’ 
within the show. Spectacular programmes will be televised including 
a two-ring circus with tightrope walking, boxing and wrestling, 
five a side football matches, and, an unusual feature for an exhibition, 
a famous pack of hounds. Visitors will not only be able to attend 
rehearsals to see ‘how the wheels go round’ but they will be able to 
see the control room through glass walls, attend interviews with 
well-known television stars and see from beginning to end the 
organization and technical detail necessary to maintain the television 
and broadcasting services. 

Apart from ten spectacular shows from the ‘Arenascope’ the B.B.C. 
will present six light-entertainment television shows and twelve 
‘live’ sound programmes from the exhibition studios. Continuous 
‘closed circuit’ programmes will be provided by the organizers on 
both the B.B.C. and commercial T.V. frequencies to be picked up by 
about 500 T.V. sets throughout the Show. The attractions will 
include ‘Starlight’ and such children’s favourites as ‘Sooty’ who first 
made his name at a previous radio show. There are also to be demon- 
strations of how the new V.H.F. sound broadcasting cuts out 
interference. 


Sound Radio 


The highlight of the sound radio sections will be the joint efforts of 
the B.B.C. and the manufacturers to provide perfect reception in the 
home through the introduction of the very high frequency services and 
sets of a standard to take full advantage of them. 

Great advances in frequency modulated sets will be seen. It is 
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claimed that FM rejects interference from almost any source, 
whether from other stations or from mechanical appliances, and it 
conveys a far wider range of sound frequencies up to 10,000 c/s or so. 

One firm, which claim to have been the first to offer production 
F.M. receivers, showed them last year and are now in full production 
with new sets which they will display. In their normal sets they have 
incorporated a separate two-valve V.H.F. section so that the radio can 
receive the new stations as well as those on conventional wavelengths. 

The makers are enthusiastic about F.M., but they do not guarantee 
an absolutely silent background to the B.B.C. programmes: it will 
depend entirely on where you live. However, they do claim that inter- 
ference from foreign stations will be impossible, while noises from 
electric appliances, motor cars and so on will be cut down to an 
absolute minimum. Exacting tests have been carried out with a 
standard set which give clear indication of the tremendous improve- 
ment that V.H.F. will make to radio listening. 

Two types of FM sets will be on show, those in which the V.H.F. 
Band replaces the short-wave band and those in which it makes a 
fourth band, and there will be some sets having four bands but 
covering trawler frequencies instead of short-waves. The ‘trawler 
band’ extends from about 60 to 180 metres and covers various fre- 
quencies used by the fishing trawlers and ‘little ships’ as well as by 
lightships and amateur transmitting stations. 

The coming of FM has created a greater demand for radiograms 
and there will be a variety of models designed to give better and 
clearer reproduction. Tape recorders will also be included. One firm 
are producing tape records carrying twin tracks which, it is claimed, 
when reproduced through suitable twin channel equipment, give 
genuine 3D or stereophonic effect. They are also marketing twin 
console models that can be used to play single tape records or, 
alternatively, disc records. 

There will be more tape-recorder-producers on show than in any 
previous years, ranging from those which play back through radio 
to the precision built engineered models with really wide frequency 
response. Among the novelties in this section which will no doubt

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) and electrical machines will pit their ‘wits’ against members of the 


public in playing simple games. 

Among the exhibits on the Royal Air Force stand will be a model 
airfield and flying control tower, designed to demonstrate the prin- 
ciples of landing aircraft by radio aids in bad weather and at night. 
Visitors will be able to see some of these radio instruments inside the 
cockpit of a Canberra bomber. They will also be able to sit in the 
cockpit of another jet aircraft in which some of the thrilling sensations 
of high speed flight will be simulated. 

An item of special interest will be the demonstration of Sonobuoys. 
These are miniature automatic transmitters which, when dropped 
into the sea, relay back to the aircraft the sound of the engines of any 
vessel in the vicinity, thus enabling the pilot to locate its position. 

The Royal Corps of Signals have a display of a typical European 
background in map form showing the layout of communications in 
the field from Army Group Headquarters down to battalion level.

irrespective of wind or currents, to machines for sorting and counting, 
heating and cleaning, and for the factory, workshop and home. 

A detailed model of London Airport and some of its new equipment 
for guiding and controlling aircraft at this, the busiest airport in 
Europe, will illustrate the essential contribution of electronics to 
modern air travel. 

Related displays are airfield control and marine radar aerial units 
and one of the latest ‘Radio Sondes’ which automatically transmits 
back to base data needed by meteorologists for weather forecasting 
along air routes. 


For the office, there is an electronic dictating system, enabling up 


| to five executives to use one central pool for recording their corres- 


pondence for later transcription. 


‘Electronics of the Future’ will provide an imaginary picture of 
what is in store for future generations, all the exhibits having a solid 


| basis in the light of present day knowledge and being reasonably 


capable of realization within the next 25 years. For example, elec- 
tronics forecast a home where everything is taken care of by an 


| automatic switch, so that housework is reduced to a minimum. 


In a ‘Factory of the Future’ most of the simpler repetition work 
will be performed automatically by machines ‘instructed’ by elec- 
tronic devices. Another feature, “The Future of Travel,’ is being 


| arranged in collaboration with the B.O.A.C. and the British 


Interplanetary Society. 


The ‘Careers Corner’ includes a display by the Northern Poly- 
technic, London, of servicing domestic radio equipment and an 
inquiry counter and interview rooms where the questions of possible 
recruits and their parents can be answered. 

The British Radio Equipment Manufacturers’ Association will 
illustrate the work and practical training of radio-television service- 
men, many of the exhibits being working demonstrations which 


| visitors will be able safely to operate themselves. 


A new film, “The Inquiring Mind,’ made for the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers, has been chosen to bring home to young people 
the varied and exciting opportunities for careers in the electrical 
engineering industry as a whole and particularly in the radio and 
electronic industry. 

The exhibition will be opened by Dr. Charles Hill, the Postmaster- 
General. It will be open daily (except Sunday) between the hours of 
11 a.m. and 10 p.m. There will be a pre-view for overseas and other 
special visitors on August 23 which will be televised. 
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Transfer of Commodity Duties to 
Board of Trade

Note: The commodities mentioned above either are not used in 
foodstuffs or are widely used outside the food industry, e.g. in the 
manufacture of paints, lubricants, candles, textiles, plastics, soap, 
cosmetics, waterproofing materials and fatty alcohols. 


Minister of State to Visit Finland 


AT THE INVITATION of the Finnish Government, the Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, will visit Finland from 
September 8-15. The Minister of State will meet members of the 
Finnish Government and some of the leading traders, and will study 
the general conditions affecting Anglo-Finnish trade. The current 
trade agreement with Finland runs to the end of the year, and 
negotiations on detailed trade matters will not take place till November 
or December. 

Mr. Low will make a courtesy call on members of the Swedish 
Government in Stockholm on his way to Helsinki and on members 
of the Norwegian Government in Oslo on his way back to London. 


Floodlit Tattoo During British 
Exhibition in Copenhagen 


ONE OF THE MOST colourful displays of applied floodlighting to 
be featured in Scandinavia is now in course of preparation by a 
leading British electrical company. 

The scene is to be Rosenborg Castle, Copenhagen, where the first 
Military Tattoo staged by British troops outside the United Kingdom 
will take place daily from September 30 to October 13 on the occasion 
of the British Exhibition being held in the Danish capital. 

The Castle, formerly a Royal residence and now a museum housing 
the Crown Jewels and the collections of the Danish Royal Family, 
will form the romantic backcloth to the Tattoo arena, which is normally 
the parade ground of the Royal Danish Life Guards. It is an imposing 
300-years-old building of red brick in the Dutch Renaissance style, 
erected by King Christian IV, and the lighting artists have made very 
careful study of the architecture to obtain the most colourful effect. 

The British company responsible for the scheme will also floodlight 
the arena, using the same type of units as are now used in this country 
for floodlit football matches. 

It is anticipated that 300,000 people will visit the Tattoo in the 
fortnight of the Exhibition to see an impressive show drawn from 


popular items in the Royal Tournament and Edinburgh Festival. . 


Stands to seat 12,500 visitors per performance are being erected by 
British contractors. They will afterwards be offered for sale in Den- 
mark. 


Japan’s Accession to General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


AS ANNOUNCED by the Secretariat of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade in Geneva on August 11, that day was the closing 
date for the casting of votes on a draft decision by the contracting 
parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade agreeing to 
the accession of the Government of Japan to the Agreement in 
accordance with Article XXXIII. Having been approved by the 
necessary majority (i.e. by favourable votes cast by two-thirds or more 
of all the Contracting Parties), this decision has now been adopted; 
and as a result the Protocol providing for the accession of Japan will 
enter into force on September 10, 1955. 


The considerations governing the attitude of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to Japan’s prospective accession to the Agreement were set out 
in their Statement of Policy of April 1955 (Cmd. 9449). Having regard 
to these considerations, Her Majesty’s Government have voted in 
favour of Japan’s accession but will invoke the provisions of Article 
XXXV. The effect of this will be that G.A.T.T. rights and obligations 
will not apply to trade between the United Kingdom (with its depend- 
ent overseas territories) and Japan. 


Text of Japanese Protocol 


The Secretariat of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
have now published the text of the Japanese Protocol of Terms of 
Accession to the G.A.T.T. and its annexed Schedules of Tariff 
Concessions.

Operations of E.P.U. 


THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the month 
of July has now taken place. The operation disclosed a United King- 
dom net deficit for the month of £25,405,000 (71,134,000 units of 
account equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit has been 
settled as to 50 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom 
to the Union, and as to 50 per cent. by the granting of credit to the 
United Kingdom by the Union.

THE RECORDED FIGURES for the United Kingdom balance of 
visible trade continued to be substantially affected in July by the 
transport strikes. 

United Kingdom exports recorded for July were £223-1 million, 
an increase of £66-1 million over the figure for June but 4 per cent. 
below the average monthly rate of export in the first half-year. 

Imports recorded for July were valued at £338-8 million, £44-8 
million more than in June and 7 per cent. above the monthly average 
rate in the first half year. 

Re-exports amounted to £7-9 million, 16 per cent. less than the 
monthly average for the first half-year. 

The recorded excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and 
re-exports, valued f.o.b., was in consequence £107°8 million, com- 
pared with £128-9 million in June and a monthly average of £75-6 
million in the first half year.

Effect of Transport Strikes 


The figures do not give any clear indication of the trends of United 
Kingdom trade because of the transport strikes in June-July, and it 
will probably be some months before the direct effect of these strikes 
ceases to show in the monthly figures. 

A special analysis of the way in which the dock strike has affected 
the figures suggests that those for exports in June and July have been 
affected more than those for imports. The reasons are partly statistical 
and partly concerned with the handling of cargoes. 

Imports and exports recorded for any one month include some 
goods landed or shipped in the last part of the previous month and 
exclude some in the last part of the month in question. The interval, 
however, between time of movement and time of recording is greater 
for exports than imports. Thus, although the dock strike finished on 
July 3, the available information shows that the flow of export docu- 
ments did not return to normal until after the middle of the month. 
By the end of the month the flow had in fact become well above 
normal. 

Secondly, conditions at the docks during the strike favoured the 
clearance of imports rather than exports. 

The typical import cargo is more susceptible of mechanical handling, 
whereas exports require careful stowage which takes longer. Exports 
go in small shipments to numerous destinations and after interruption 
some have to wait longer for a ship. Moreover, the strike was partial, 
and the available labour tended to be put on unloading: this helps to 
explain why imports were more seriously affected last October when 
the stoppage was complete as far as the Port of London was concerned. 
Finally, exports are inevitably more affected than imports if a ship is 
delayed in port and then has to leave not fully loaded in order to fulfil 
obligations elsewhere. 


Exports to North America in July 
The value of United Kingdom exports to North America in July 
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was £30°3 million. Exports to the United States amounted to £15-6 
million, and exports to Canada were £14:7 million.

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Imports of Copper Wire Rod from 
North America 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced in Notice to Importers No. 711, 
dated February 9, 1955, the establishment of a quota to be distributed 
in two half-yearly instalments for the import during the year com- 
mencing April 1, 1955, of black hot rolled copper wire rods originating 
in and consigned from Canada and the United States of America.

745, that applications for licences to import during the second half-year 
period are invited from (a) agents of North American producers of 
rods, and (b) wire drawers in the United Kingdom. The applications 
should be submitted on Form I.L.B./A to the Board of Trade, Import 
Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, not later than 
September 1. Page 1 of the form should be completed in full; on page 2 
the weight applied for should be put against 4 (a) and no further 
information is required on this page; and on page 3 and the following 
pages only the applicant’s name and address, his reference number 
and the description of goods should be given. 

Applications by agents who did not apply for licences under the 
first instalment of the quota should be accompanied by statements 
showing what agencies they hold, how long they have held such 
agencies and the approximate annual value of the business done under 
each of them. Wire drawers who have not previously applied for 
licences should state the value of their annual production classified 
according to the gauges of wire produced. 


Applicants who received licences under the first instalment of the 
quota should send with their applications statements showing the 
amount of copper wire rods imported under these licences. 

No guarantee is given that any particular applicant will receive a 
licence. 

As announced in Notice to Importers No. 711, the arrangements 
for distributing the second instalment of the quota may differ from 
the arrangements made for the first instalment. 


Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or reck- 
lessly makes any false statement, or furnishes any documents or 
information false in a material particular for the purpose of obtaining 
an import licence is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding six months. In addition, the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts. 


Imports of Dried Fruits from U.S. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers No. 746 
that arrangements have been made for the import of (a) prunes and 
(b) dried apples, dried apricots, dried peaches and dried pears and 
mixtures of dried tree fruits from the United States of America to 
be purchased with dollars made available under the United States 
Mutual Security Act, 1954 (Public Law 665).

(b) Undertakes to carry out the special procedure required in 
connection with imports from the United States of America 
under the Mutual Security Act. 

Precedence will be given to traders who imported these dried fruits 
under the previous quota arrangements. The issue of a licence in any 
individual case cannot, however, be guaranteed. 


Traders who are interested in these arrangements should in the

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Introductory Handbook to the 
Atomic Age 


COINCIDING with the International Conference at Geneva on the 
Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, a popular illustrated booklet, 
‘Nuclear Energy and Its Uses in Peace,’ is published by H.M. 
Stationery Office for UNESCO, price 2s. 6d. (by post 2s. 8d.). 

Sir Winston Churchill, as Mr. Gerald Wendt, author of the booklet, 
reminds us, has described the advent of the nuclear age as ‘a turning 
point in our destiny,’ and the Director-General of UNESCO, in intro- 
ducing this new UNESCO publication, emphasizes the urgent need 
for the public to understand the facts about the new knowledge which 
is opening a new era for mankind. 

Opening with an elementary discussion on energy and fuels, the 
booklet, well and clearly illustrated with charts, line drawings and 
photographs, introduces the non-scientific reader in clear and simple 
language to the new world of man-made and controlled nuclear 
fission and its vast implications for the future. 

After explaining the basic principles of nuclear ‘reactors’ — some- 
times called ‘atomic furnaces’ to maintain the analogy with ordinary 
furnaces burning the fuels we know, like coal - Mr. Wendt goes on 
to discuss the economics of producing power from reactors, and then 
to the immensely wide uses.which can be made of some of the by- 
products of the reactors — radioactive substances, particularly ‘radio- 
isotopes.’ 


Prices of British Isotopes Reduced 


REDUCTIONS IN THE PRICES of two of the most important radio 
isotopes used in medicine are announced by the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority. They are iodine 131, and colloidal gold 198 
which are distributed from the Radiochemical Centre, Amersham. 
These isotopes are used extensively for treating disorders of the thyroid 
gland and of the lymphatic system. 

The concession has been made possible by a continuing growth in 
demand and by improved manufacturing iency at Amersham 
which has reduced costs. The saving to the average isotope user will 
be about 20 per cent. The new prices became effective from Monday, 
August 15. 

Both these isotopes are in ample supply. Although they are short 
lived — iodine loses half its activity in eight days and the gold loses 
half its activity in three days —- they can be delivered by air to any 
part of the world at short notice. The Radiochemical Centre provides 
sufficient activity to compensate for that loss during transit. 

Among the more distant countries already using this service are 
Australia, New Zealand, Argentina, Uruguay, South Africa and 
Japan. 

The new prices are: Iodine 131, in carrier-free solution — a mini- 
mum charge of {£1 for 1 millicurie and 3s. 6d. per millicurie thereafter. 
Iodine 131 in sterile solution-a minimum charge of £2 for one 
millicurie and 3s. 6d. per millicurie thereafter. Gold 198, in a colloidal 
solution - a minimum charge of £5 for 50 millicuries and 6d. per 
millicurie thereafter. 


An Atomic Time Standard More Accurate 
than the Universe 


IN JUNE OF THIS year the quartz clocks at the National Physical 
Laboratory of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
the best time-keepers in the world, were checked by means of an 
atomic standard. They will now keep time to 1 second in 30 years 
and the Laboratory hopes to make it 1 second in 300 years. This 
is the first time that quartz clocks have been calibrated with an atomic 
standard to am accuracy greater than that given by astronomical 
time. It is a complete break with the traditional system of time-keeping, 
which is, of course, based on the rotation of the earth. 


Stationery and Book Trades Fair 


THE TITLE of the Stationery and Book Trades Fair is being altered 
to ‘National Stationery and Book Trades Fair.’ 

Sponsored and organized by the National Newsagent, Bookseller, 
Stationer, the trade journal, the Fair will run from F 6-10, 
1956, and is thought likely to be twice the size of the 1955 Fair. 
It will be held in the Old and New Halls of the Royal-Horticultural 
Society, Vincent Square, Westminster. 
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Trade With Soviet Bloc: List of Goods Controlled 
for Strategic Reasons 


ON OCTOBER 16, 1954, the Board of Trade Journal (pages 782-788) 
published the list of goods, other than ships, the export of which to 
the Soviet bloc (as distinct from China) was controlled for strategic 
reasons and which might not, therefore, be exported to the Soviet 
bloc countries without approval. List I showed the goods, other than 
ships, which were subject to embargo, and List II those of which 
the export was subject to quantitative limitation. 


Since those lists were published the controls, which continue in 
force, have been subject to revisions made as a result of consultations 
with the other countries who co-operate with the United Kingdom 
in this respect. Details of the revisions are given below. 


The necessary changes in export licensing control have already 
been made and were announced in-the Board of Trade Journal of 
July 9 (page 74). 


Corresponding consequential changes to the Transhipment Open 
General Licence of January 8, 1955, and to the Strategic Goods 
(Control) Order, 1954, covering the embargoed goods, will come into 
effect on August 26, 1955. From the same date this latter Order will 
apply to North Vietnam in addition to the Soviet bloc and China.

The Statesman’s Year Book 


In “The Statesman’s Year Book’ for 1955 the sections on Cambodia, 
Laos and Vietnam have been rewritten completely in the light of 
events in the latter half of 1954. 


A new chapter is devoted to the Western European Union estab- 
lished by the London and Paris conferences. The partition of the 
territory of Trieste between Italy and Yugoslavia is dealt with in the 
text and is also the subject of a special map. A second map shows the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, its administrative divisions, 
and road, rail and air communications. Due consideration is given 
to the Persian Gulf States in view of their importance as one of the 
main centres of oil production. 


Special care seems to have been taken to obtain up-to-date statistical 
data about the Communist-controlled countries. “The Statesman’s 
Year Book’ is one of the few books of reference to give this information, 
as most of such countries are not members of the United Nations and 
United Nations publications are silent on them.

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Tanganyika Survey 


Little or nothing germane to its subject is missing from “Tanganyika: 
a Review of its Resources and their Development,’ which Mr. J. P. 
Moffett, Commissioner for Social Development, has edited for the 
Government of the Territory under the direction of the Member for 
Communications, Works and Development Planning. 

The Governor, Sir Edward Twining, writes in a Foreword that 
the book is ‘a survey of the requirements of the Territory as we see 
them today,’ and that ‘although comprehensive, it is not, of course, in 
any way final, for as development proceeds it must be kept under 
constant review in order to ensure that we keep up with the Territory’s 
needs.’ This inescapable limitation is at once obvious from the fact 
that 1952 is the latest year covered by the book; but in another sense 
the work goes beyond the purpose the Governor attributes to it. 
Here, as he adds, is ‘a fine work of reference which should be of the 
greatest value to all who are interested in the economic and social 
development of Tanganyika,’ and the compilers have recognized 
that such interest implies or requires a more-than-sketchy inquiry 
into the country’s history, geography, climate, racial structure, public 
and private services, land system, and so on.

Geneva Shows How Britain Leads the Nuclear 
Revolution in Industry

This article from the British Embassy at Berne amplifies last week’s short notice in the Board of Trade Journal (page 366) 

of the ‘Atoms for Peace’ Exhibition which closes in Geneva to-day. The Exhibition coincided in time and place with the first 

International Conference on the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, where over 2,000 delegates and observers from 72 nations 
have been hearing or reading some 450 papers by the world’s leading nuclear scientists. 


ALTHOUGH THE ‘ATOMS FOR PEACE’ DISPLAY was organized 
at short notice, and British industry did not know of the event until 
the beginning of May, response was immediate and impressive. 
British representatives were the first to arrive in Geneva for detailed 
discussions and the United Kingdom, with a display which covers 
2,750 square metres, and which is estimated to have cost £200,000 
in freight, installation and other charges, has provided the largest 
national exhibit. Sir Lionel Lamb, the British Ambassador to 
Switzerland, was present at the opening ceremony. 

The British exhibit takes up the whole of the space available on 
the first floor. There are two central inquiry desks, one for the 
industrial exhibitors and one for the Atomic Energy Authority. A 
large force of demonstrators is attached to individual stands, and to 
the A.E.A. exhibit. The Atomic Energy Authority, which has been 
responsible for basic research and pioneering development, and the 
main concerns in British heavy industry and in the field of electronics 
and nuclear physics which have devised the special installations and 
apparatus required for the exploitation of nuclear energy, share in 
giving a clear picture of the extraordinary progress made in a few years 
in a field which is opening the way to revolutionary changes in in- 
dustry. The United Kingdom programme for the application of nuclear 


energy to civil needs is as yet the only one of its kind. This exhibit 
reve:ls how it has been developed, and marks the beginning of an 
export drive by firms which are fully qualified to build nuclear power 
stations anywhere in the world. 

The exhibit of the Atomic Energy Authority takes the central place 
in the British show and, by means of models of atomic power stations 
and reactors, provides an overall picture of atomic development. The 
display by private companies, which have taken 26 stands including a 
combined effort by the members of the Scientific Instrument Manu- 
facturers’ Association, falls into two parts, one for heavy industry 
and one for electronics and nuclear physics. Some of the highlights 
of the British exhibit are described in the following paragraphs. 


The Calder Hall Project 


One thousand feet of floor space are devoted to the representation, 
by models and photographic enlargements, of the first full-scale 
atomic energy power station in the United Kingdom and probably in 
the world, which is now nearing completion at Calder Hall, Cumber- 
land. This will feed 50,000 kW. of electricity into the national grid 
next year. 

A model of a power station of the future has three nuclear reactors, 
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each harnessed to six heat exchangers. A long building on one side 
of the reactors houses generating plant and compressors driving the 
gas used to cool the reactors and draw off heat to the exchangers. 
Burnt slugs of uranium fuel are automatically ejected into a pond for 
later recovery and processing. 


A flat linear induction pump is shown pumping mercury (for 
exhibition purposes). This type of pump is used in practice to circulate 
melten metal through the core of a reactor to draw off heat for power 
production. A reactor now under construction at Dounreay, Caithness, 
for example, will use liquid sodium metal for this purpose. This 
reactor, of which a model is on view, will be a fast breeder reactor 
and will produce more fresh fuel than it consumes. 

A five-ton seamless stainless steel dissolver shell, 17 feet long with 
a 30 inch bore, which is used to process uranium, is on view. 

Other models illustrate how furnaces play a part at Springfield, 
Lancs, in the lengthy and complicated process of changing crude 
uranium ore through a whole series of stages into rods of nuclear fuel. 
One chemical is transmuted into another by exposure to a special 
atmosphere at a high temperature, the material being heated in 
containers of special design. 

Graphite is used as a moderator in nuclear reactors. Its properties 
have been the subject of much research. One exhibit is the model of 
a high-temperature, vacuum furnace used for this purpose going up 
to 2300° centigrade and achieving a vacuum of 10-* mm. mercury. 

Besides large scale illustrations, by photograph and model, of 
developments in the design of nuclear reactors and power stations 
and the special plant for cooling apparatus and for generating and 
transferring heat that such installations call for, a large part of the 
British exhibit is devoted to the special materials and appliances 
of the atomic age. 


How Electronic Computors Help 


The latter will bring in its train many mathematical problems. One 
of the devices for solving these as they arise in design-calculation and 
control-planning is an electronic computor. These machines are 
tailor-made to customers’ requirements and will work out complicated 
problems, such as the path of an electron inside a thermionic tube, 
in a fraction of a second. As the computor works with such speed, a 
machine has been designed to record its results separately and type 
them out at leisure. One stand shows many component parts and 
illustrations of such apparatus. 

On the same stand can be seen a typewriter operated without 
human aid by solenoids (i.e. electric magnets) ; this keeps an automatic 
record at any interval desired (e.g. every minute or every hour) of the 
dial readings on machinery throughout a plant. As human error, which 
is eliminated by this method, can be very expensive in the modern 
automatic factory, such apparatus is arousing much interest. 

Uranium, as is well known, is highly dangerous to handle, but 
thanks to the development of special materials and devices, a nuclear 
plant can be made less dangerous to work in than those of many other 
industries. A heavy alloy used as a shielding container for radio active 
materials is on show. It is said to be more economical than lead because 
it is less bulky and does not lose its shape. Apparatus used to handle 
nuclear materials is displayed in the shape of tubes lined with 
graphite, glass and plastics. 


New Structural Metals 


The atomic age will require a range of new structural metals such 
as niobium, vanadium, tantalum and zirconium. This is because heat 
of the order of 100 megawatts will be generated in a breeder reactor 
with a core of fuel two or three feet in diameter. A uranium bar 
sheathed in zirconium, which can be used to produce far greater 
heat than if the sheathing used were aluminium, is on display. 

There are samples of special stainless steel for use in atomic plants 
and of special weldings employed in the manufacture of aluminium 
containers for uranium fuel. A curiosity evolved for research purposes 
is a coil spring of pure graphite. 

There is a model of a 15-megavolt linear accelerator as used at Bath 
Hospital. As distinct from other machines for producing very high 
energy electrons and X-rays (the Betatron, cyclotron and synchrotron) 
it uses no iron core and is comparatively small and light. It is the first 
large-size equipment to be devoted entirely to radio-biology. 

The high vacuum user is offered vapour diffusion pumps from 1 to 
24 inches diameter and from 10 to 12,000 litres/second, giving ultimate 
vacua of 10-* (mercury) and vapour booster pumps of from 40 to 

1,300 litres/second giving an ultimate vacuum of better than 10-* mm.

of mercury. Conditions of vacuum are essential in many atomic 
processes. 

A remarkable example of automation shows the control of radiation 
inside a nuclear reactor. Cadmium fins covered with stainless steel 
swing between the bars of fuel and regulate the flow of energy. These 
fins are operated by remote control gear boxes containing effective 
safety devices. 


Special Measuring Instruments 


Special equipment has been produced for the accurate measurement 
of radiation in very small quantities (ic. down to 10-' amps.) for 
scientific control in reactor programmes, as for instance at Calder 
Hall, which has ordered this apparatus in quantity for urgent delivery. 
Similar devices are used for health monitoring and general purposes 
to check on contamination of air, ground, benches and staff in labora- 
tories or factories. 

A directional scintillation counter is used in hospitals to trace 
the movement of isotopes within the body and thus indicate if abnormal 
conditions exist. 

A skin graft is nowadays tested by the logarithmic ratemeter which 
uses the decay-rate of a radio active isotope to check the pace of 
bloodflow across the graft within 24 hours of the operation; previously 
patients had to wait three weeks to know whether the operation was 
successful. 

A ‘door post’ monitor prevents hospitals from mislaying radium 
needles: a Geiger Muller tube triggers the instrument to give instant 
visible and audible warning when a needle approaches. 

A nucleonic weight controller, as supplied by British industry to 
one of the leading cigarette manufacturers in the United States, 
controls within 1 per cent. the tobacco content of each individual 
cigarette. The cigarette rod passes through a radio-isotope scanner 
and any radiation in tobacco-content is instantly detected by the 
nucleonic controller which automatically varies the tobacco feed to 
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maintain the cigarette filling constant. In this case, as in many others 
in this exhibition, where the essential thing is accurate measurement 


| of very small currents (10- to 10° amps.), the] electrometer valve 


is no longer sufficiently stable and electro-mechanical devices have 
been developed which have a performance some 50 times better than 
the conventional valve. 


Cobalt in Radio-Therapy 

The increasing availability of intense sources of gamma-ray emitting 
isotopes now makes possible the use of simple, safe and reliable 
apparatus for super-voltage radio therapy. Such apparatus is on view 
which employs cobalt; this has radiation equivalent in penetrating 
power to that emitted by an X-ray tube operated at 3 million volts. 

Various stands show how radiation can be used to change the 
qualities of substances. The following examples, are mostly in the 
stage of successful research. Gamma rays can be used to sterilize 


| foodstuffs (potatoes, onions and meat) so that they may be kept for a 


considerable period without refrigeration. By radiation the melting 
point of polythene can be raised very considerably. Plastics polymer- 
ized under radiation do not require high temperatures and pressures. 
Rubber may be vulcanized by radiation without the use of chemicals 
and heat. Pharmaceuticals can be sterilized by radiation without the 
use of heat. 

The layman leaves the British exhibit deeply impressed by the 
magnitude and success of the efforts in the atomic field made by the 
United Kingdom over the last ten years, a period which may well 
have been the most important in the history of applied science. As 
regards energy, it appears that by 1975 all new requirements of electric 
power may be supplied in the United Kingdom from atomic sources, 
As regards biology and physics the radio-active isotope is, as a 
particle carrying its own radio station, revolutionizing processes of 
observation and measurement. Research indicates that radiation can 
be used to change the properties of substances. The application of 
this knowledge has resulted in the evolution of new techniques on the 
largest scale for the production of atomic energy, and new systems of 
measurement of the most extraordinary accuracy and sensitivity. 
These new processes appear to be leading rapidly to the automation 


of many industrial processes. 


Other Countries’ Exhibits 


After the United Kingdom exhibit the most important is that of 
the United States, which has already been shown with success in 
Germany and Austria. This occupies 2,250 square metres and includes 
23 industrial exhibitors. Visitors are introduced to the show by a 
prize-winning film, ‘A for Atom.’ There is an example of remote 
control from behind a three-foot wall of concrete and glass and a 
model of an atomic merchant ship of the future. Another feature is a 
nine-metres high model of a prototype atomic reactor for producing 
radio isotopes. This uses graphite and is like those at Oak Ridge, 
which manufacture 85 per cent. of United States isotopes. There is 
also a model of a pressurized water reactor now being built in Penn- 
sylvania to produce electricity in combination with a steam turbine 
and an electric generator. 

The third of the three leading exhibits is the French. This takes up 
1,500 square metres. There are 49 industrial participants, most of 
which share in a joint exhibit arranged by the French Commission 
for Atomic Energy, which is under a Minister responsible for basic 
research, the training of specialists, exploiting radio-active mineral 
deposits, producing nuclear fuel and for building experimental 
reactors, prototypes of nuclear power stations, a marine engine, etc. 

The other national exhibits are all much smaller. Switzerland 
occupies 390 square metres, and is represented by 24 industrial 
exhibitors, the Universities of Geneva, Lausanne, Neuchatel and the 
Polytechnic at Zurich, and also Reactor Ltd., the Swiss Company 
for nuclear research. Belgium (five exhibitors), Germany (six ex- 
hibitors), Italy (five exhibitors), the Netherlands (one exhibitor), 
Luxembourg and Liechtenstein are also represented,

New Brazilian Trading and 
Payments Arrangements 


THE SYSTEM OF MULTILATERAL trade and payments, which, for 
some months, has been under discussion between the United King- 
dom, Western Germany and the Netherlands on the one hand, and 
Brazil on the other, came into operation on August 16. The first Bra- 
zilian auction of ‘pool’ currency has been arranged for Monday, 
August 22. The currency thereby made available, which will be 
labelled in ‘European dollars’, will be available for the three par- 
ticipating countries. 


At the meeting held at the Hague on May 4 between representatives 
of the three European countries the principles on which the system 
should operate were laid down and the first important step was that 
the Germans agreed to put their agreement with Brazil on a multi- 
lateral basis. They did this on July 1 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
August 13). A meeting was then held at Bonn on July 19 when the 
further measures necessary to inaugurate the system were discussed. 


Since sterling was already on a transferable basis, it has only been 
necessary for the United Kingdom to make certain modifications in 
our existing payments arrangements and our Arrears Agreement 
with Brazil. 

The new system should result in greater flexibility in trade and 
payments with Brazil and equal opportunities for the monetary 
areas concerned. Other European countries may join later. 


Bulgaria and France 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Bulgaria and France was signed in 
Sofia on July 29, covering a period of one year from the date of 
signature. Bulgarian exports to France under the Agreement are 
scheduled at £1-:5 million sterling and French exports to Bulgaria 
at £1-:5 to £1°7 million. 

Bulgaria will export to France tobacco, attar of roses, down and 
feathers, onion seed, red pepper, soya, sunflower seed, herbs, pulps, 
boiled beech, etc. France will export to Bulgaria machinery and 
equipment, bearings, cable, rolled metal goods, surgical and medical 
instruments, dyes, chemicals and medicines, feature films, rubber, 
raw cork, yarn, etc. 

Two Payments Agreements, signed at the same time, provide 
respectively for the settlement of the French claims against Bulgaria 
by the payment of a sum of £1°5 million, and for this payment to 
be made by setting aside 7 per cent. of Bulgaria’s annual earnings 
under the present and future trade agreements with France.

Finland and Yugoslavia 


A FOURTH SUPPLEMENTARY PROTOCOL to the Finno-Yugoslav 
Trade Agreement of October 1, 1948, valid from July 1, 1955, to 
June 30, 1956, was signed on June 10 in Belgrade. Trade under the 
protocol is estimated at U.S.$2-6 million in each direction. Finnish 
exports to Yugoslavia will include forest industry products, machinery 
and other industrial products, and miscellaneous goods. Yugoslav 
exports to Finland will include agricultural products; hardwood and 
hardwood veneer; metals, minerals, metal and mineral products; 
chemical and pharmaceutical products; etc.

France and Austria 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
August 8, reported that, by an Exchange of Letters, the French and 
Austrian authorities have agreed to extend the existing trade agree- 
ment of July 1, 1954 (see Board of Trade Journal of July 17, 1954, 
page 125), for a period of three months up to September 30, 1955, 
with a pro rata increase in quotas. A few supplementary quotas have 
also been opened. 

Austrian exports to France for which supplementary quotas have 
been agreed include confectionery, printed cotton and rayon staple 
fabrics, radio sets, glass insulators and bicycle components. 

French exports to Austria under supplementary quotas consist of 
preserves, plywood and veneers, turners’ wares, bicycles and com- 
ponents, motor vehicle components and perfumery.

Greece and Sweden 


AN EXCHANGE OF NOTES took place recently in Athens regarding 
trade between Greece and Sweden during the twelve months period 
beginning on July 1. 

On account of the extension of the free list of imports by both 
countries, no commodity quotas were drawn up. 

No further details are available. 


India and Norway 


A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT was concluded between the Govern- 
ment of India and the Government of Norway by an exchange of 
letters in New Delhi on June 24. The agreement is deemed to have 
come into effect on January 1, 1955, and will remain in force until 
December 31, 1955. 

The trade between the two countries will be governed by their 
respective import, export and foreign exchange regulations, for which 
purpose India will regard Norway as belonging to the Soft Currency 
Area, whilst Norway will extend to India the import liberalization 
measures she applies to the countries in the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation. 

Lists of goods available for export from either country have been 
exchanged. The lists are not exhaustive and no values or quantities 
are stated. 

Some of the commodities which will be available for export from 
India to Norway are tobacco, jute goods, tea, shellac, coir products, 
hydrogenated oils, mica, iron and manganese ores, woollen carpets, 
tanned hides and skins, cotton and woollen textiles, light engineering 
goods and plastics manufactures. 

Among the commodities available for export from Norway to India 
are mechanical and chemical pulp, fatty acids, newsprint, galvanized 
and black steel pipes, hydraulic brake fluids, machine tools, fishing 
vessels made from timber, ferro chrome, calcium carbide, urea 
formaldehyde and certain machinery. 

The Norwegian Government will encourage Norwegian firms and 
nationals to provide technical assistance to interested parties in India.

Israel and the Netherlands 


A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT between Israel and the Netherlands 
was signed in Jerusalem on June 27. 

The Agreement and the lists of goods to be exchanged, which are 
valid, in the first instance, for the period from May 1, 1955, to April 
30, 1956, have already taken provisional effect pending ratification by 
the two Governments. There have been general increases in the 
quotas in both lists, which provide for some Fls. 6 million greater 
trade in each direction than did the previous agreement. 

Israeli exports to the Netherlands include fruit, other food and 
agricultural products, fertilizers, textile and metal products. There 
is no fixed quota for fertilizers. 

Dutch exports to Israel include agricultural reproduction material, 
foodstuffs and other agricultural products, fertilizers, phytopharma- 
ceutical and veterinary products, fat and oil products, chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, textiles, metals and metal products and 
various industrial products.

Netherlands and Spain 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between the Netherlands and Spain, 
signed in December 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of July 25, 
1953, page 189), has been extended for a further year until June 1, 
1956. Quota lists remain unaltered. 

The main Dutch imports include oranges and other fruits, wines, 
hides, iron ore, iron pyrites, zinc ore and cork. The principal Dutch 
exports are seed potatoes and other agricultural and plant products, 
chemicals, textile waste, fertilizers, machinery and electro-technical 
products. 


Norway and Roumania 


A PROTOCOL extending the Trade Agreement between Norway and 
Roumania until May 31, 1956, has been signed in Bucharest. 

The goods to be exchanged within the period June 1, 1955, to 
May 31, 1956, are valued at 27-4 million Nor. Kroner each way. 
Norwegian exports to Roumania will include raw materials for the 
textile industry, paper and paper bags, fish and fish oil, margarine, 
fats, and ferrous alloys. 

Roumanian exports will include tractors, industrial equipment, 
carbon black, glassware, textiles, fresh and dried fruit, fruit pulp, 
feathers and down, petroleum products, and timber products.

New Central African Federation Coinage 


FOLLOWING recent constitutional changes a new coinage authorized 
by Proclamation and struck by the Royal Mint, is to be issued 
shortly by the Central African Federation in Southern Rhodesia, 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland. It will supersede the Southern 
Rhodesia coinage which now circulates in those territories and which 
has been struck since 1932. 

The threepenny and higher denominations bear on one side the 
uncrowned effigy of Her Majesty, as it appears on the United King- 
dom coinage, but on the Federation coinage the effigy is surrounded 
by the inscription ‘Queen Elizabeth the Second.’ The penny and 
halfpenny coins have a perforation in the centre. The penny has on 
one side the same inscription surrounding a design of two rampant 
elephants and the halfpenny the same inscription surrounding a 
design of two giraffes. 

The designs on the other side of the coins are mainly emblematic 
of the three territories.

Rebate or Refund of Customs Duties on Specified Goods 


UNDER THE FEDERAL Customs and Excise (General) Regulations 
1955, published on June 24, 1955 by the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, provision is made for the granting of rebates or 
refunds of Customs duties on certain raw, semi-manufactured or 
manufactured materials when imported or taken out of bond by 
registered manufacturers for use in specified industries. A list of 
such materials and the industries enjoying these rebates as from 
July 1, is published in Government Notice No. 134 of that date 
(subsequently amended by Government Notice No. 169 of July 22, 
1955) and is reproduced below for the information of United Kingdom 
exporters.

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Tariff Classification of Asphalt 
Sheets and Asphalt Mastic 


A NOTICE about the prospective alteration in the classification of 
asphalt sheets and ebon putty (asphalt mastic) for duty purposes under 
the United States Tariff Act of 1930 was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on May 1, 1954 (page 921). 

The United States Treasury Department in Treasury Decision 
53850, issued July 21, 1955, has ruled that asphalt sheets composed 
of a mixture of asphalt and earthy or mineral substances are dutiable 
at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 214, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as modified, rather than being free of duty as asphaltum, 
bitumen and limestone-rock asphalt, under paragraph 1710; and that 
ebon putty (asphalt mastic), consisting of petrol pitch in combination 
with, and in chief value of, animal and mineral waxes, is classifiable 
as manufactures in chief value of wax under paragraph 1536, as 
modified, at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem, rather than free of 
duty under paragraph 1710. 

This ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate 
than previously and will apply to goods entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption 90 days from the date of publication in 
the Weekly Treasury Decisions. 


Tariff Commission Inquiries 
Edible Nuts 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have announced that the 
public hearing fixed for August 30 in connection with the investigation 
under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustments Act on imports of 
almonds, filberts and walnuts, has been cancelled. 
Details of the Tariff Commission investigation and the public

Fluorspar 

THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission, under authority of 
Section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the 
“Escape Clause’), have instituted an investigation to determine whether 
fluorspar containing more than 97 per cent. of calcium fluoride, 
classifiable under paragraph 207 of the Tariff Act of 1930, is being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities as to 
cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing 
a like or directly competitive product. A public hearing has been 
ordered, to begin at 10 a.m. on September 27, 1955, in the Tariff 
Commission Building, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., 
and parties desiring to appear and be heard at the hearing should 
notify the Secretary of the Commission, in writing, at least three 
days in advance of the hearing. 

Interested exporters are advised to get in touch with their importing 
agencies in the United States so as to ensure that the latter oppose 
any proposals to increase the import duty and/or impose quota 
limitations on imports. 


Import Regulations Affecting Grapefruit 
‘THE UNITED STATES Agricultural Marketing Service have issued 
regulations, effective from August 10, controlling the importation 
into the United States of grapefruit so that, broadly speaking, imported 
grapefruit will be subject to the standards already set for the marketing 
of domestic produce.

Marking of Imported Goods 


THE CANADIAN DEPARTMENT of National Revenue has issued 
Memorandum Series D, No. 1 (Revised 1954), Supplement No. 4, 
dated August 3, 1955, which reads as follows: 

By Order in Council P.C. 980, of June 30, 1955, the following description 
or class of goods was added to the list of articles required to be marked with 
an indication of the country of origin on importation into Canada under 
section 15 of the Customs Tariff, effective on and after October 1, 1955: 

(23) Knitted garments, knitted underwear, socks, stockings, knitted 

gloves, mitts and other knitted goods (except knitted fabrics in the 
piece) when for sale to the ultimate consumer in the finished form 
in which imported. 

Pursuant to subsection (4) of section 15 of the Customs Tariff, the Minister 
of National Revenue has made the following regulation for carrying out the 
provisions of the above Order:

the ultimate consumer, the package, box, envelope or container or the band 
encircling the article must also be marked; socks, stockings, gloves and mitts 
imported joined in pairs may be marked on one or both of each pair.
